Important Considerations. —The intelligence by 
the Juno, may be considered highly interesting, 
as far as relates to the future destiny of Ameri- 
ca, as wellas to that of the Furopean world.

The evident interest of the Commercia? coun- 
tries willbe to commence sucha svstem of 
friendship towards ech other, as to present the 
most formidable obstacles to the further ag- 
grandisement of upoleon, and establish such 
a system of trade, as may perpetuate those ob- 
stacles. It wilh at once become evident to Alex- 
ander, that he has been the dupe of Napoleon; 
and his passions, as weil as the interests of his 
empire, will reqrire him to cultivate a commu- 
nity of interest with Great-Britain. Ail the 
Spaniards and Portuguese, who can escape to 
America, will form settlements in FBraz/ and 
Veaveo, and probably unite in the general sys- 
‘cm: of commerce. England considering the 
great and increasing dangers which thrcaten to 
destroy her commerce, will be forced hy her 
interest, to treat with the United States upon a 
basis of mutual safety, and commercial prosper- 
ity —By means like these, the British navy can 
be maintained, an impregnabie barrier is oppe- 
sed to the gigantic hostility of Napoleon m A- 
merica.

and property, gving to or coming from England 
in execution ot his decree, it cannot be expect- 
ed the orders in council will be rescinded by 
the British, without some counter or equiy alent 
stipulation in their favor, on the part of the gor- 
ernment of the United States. Fortunately for 
the people of the United States it is not in the 
power ofthe ‘i yrant of the continent to execute 
his decree on the ecean, at Jeast to anv erent 
extent, Net per haps to the value ofone De - ent. 
for the great seizures \e las Got. were birdiy 
thrown inty liis (ap—Gur cunidence was 
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that it required neither risk nar expe nye to 
seize this propery. It is now therefore of Littic 
importance what his deérces may be for the tu- 
ture, or how long the British may continue their 
orders.

ual encampment, so as to deplete the treasury 
by means of the horrihle waste of human life. 

Who wilh deny matters so notorious at home ? 

Meantime, as executive patronage has been 
dillused am ramifieations, the management of 
employments abroad, has operated to draw off 
money m various rilils and strcAms from the 
ireasurs Witness the disbursements for the 
two descriptions of foreign intercourse, that are 
distinguished as diplomatic or consular / Botis 
ure within the superintendance of the depart- 
ment of state. Accounts of both are made 
chargeable for regulated allowances, and for 
contingent expenses. 

The cepariment of state, however, is not the 
only department, whose field of contingencies 
has been made broad enough, to admit various 
irregularities in expenditure, and such as might 
favor specious disguises, and cover abuses, to 
be expected from want of responsibie system, 
or want of capacity, or want of honesty. Under 
the larger appropriations for contingent expen- 
ses, there are im general more facilities for cov- 
ering from the public eye, the particulars of 
monies -that may be lost to the public by igno- 
vance, or negligence, or mismanagement. 

Although the increase of such fxcilites in any 
of the departments, may be arraigned as tending 
to encourage the impostures of pretended pa- 
triotism, the contingencies within the province 
of the department of state, afford peculiar op- 
portunities for pecuniary indulgencies tfavor- 
ites, whether officers or agents, inmates or mes- 
sengers. While appropriations for contingent 
expences of intercourse, may cover the applica- 
tion of monies for secret serviee, they may also 
cover incidental. allowances, for pergitisites of 
faxeuritism. 

In attending to foreign intercourse, itis to be 
remembered, that the charges for regular dis- 
bursements, and contingencies, on aeeount of 
public ministerg and secretaries, employed in 
Hurope and South-America, with allowances for 
conveying communications, whether styled offi- 
cial or private, and various incidental particu- 
lars, have relation to the diplomatic service ; and 
they form one large branch of the expenditure. 
‘The charges relative to consular agencies, in va- 
rious parts of the world form another. 

Among these, the charges relative to some of 
the consulates in the north of Africa, are ob- 
servable for muitiplicity, and enormity. With- 
in less then five years, that is to say, from the 
4th of June, 1805, io the end of the year 1899. 
the monies disbursed from the treasury of the U- 
nited States for expenses of intercourse with the 
Burbary powers, amounted to more than siz hun- 
dred thouscnd dollars (the precise amount: being 
618,799 dollars and 56 cents) and of those mon-- 
ics, more than three hundred and thirty thovsand 
dollars, were paid to the consul gencral, whose ac- 
counts remain unsettled. 

So much appears by areport from the treasu- 
ry department, transmitted to the senate of the 
U.S. on the 22d of January, 1810, in compliance 
with a resolution of that body. From the same 





oflicial source it appears, among other things, 
that the end of the vear 1809, is the latest pe- 
riod, for which any accounts have been-reecived 
at the treasury, from the consul general. And 
the transcripts of his accounts to that time, as 
remaining unsettled at the treasnry, betoken di- 
vers. curious and cunning matters, in relation to 
the monics of the United States.

in such accounts, as have been exl-bited by the 
American Consul General in Barbary. Ye js the 
person Who negociated the treaty with Tripoli, 
mane, 1505, by whieh the piratical usurper of 
that regency, Was to receive moncy from the 
United States, for agreein® to terms cf pexee, 
notwithstanding all the heroie achievements un- 
der Conm cdere Preble, and General Eaton.
